To the Editor of the Boston Post.— Sir,—1 learn­ 
ed from tite Courier and Enquirer of this city, a day or 
two since, that an anonymous and abusive diatribe 
had appeared in your journal, containing varioua absur­ 
dities in the form of charges against sotno gentlemen of 
this city, suspected of having done foul murder upon 
the body of the New York Mirror ; but it was not until 
last evening that I became aware, by accident, of the 
fact that the writer had bestowed a portion of his plati­ 
tudes upon myself 
To-day the article has been shown 
to me, und I am informed that a person calling hint- 
self Price, has claimed the honor of writing it. 
The 
little intercourse I have had with that person has given 
me such an impression of his character, that I do not 
think it worth my while to notice any thing that he may 
aay of me, resting only on his own assertion ; but he has 
given the names of respectable persons as authority 
for one part of his mellifluous roaring, and as these 
names have undoubtedly given weight to his assertion, 
I am not unwilling to place you and the public of Bos­ 
to n —or ut least such portion of that public us may deem 
the matter worthy of a moment’s attention— in posses­ 
sion of the truth, although it is with great reluctance 
that I present rnyself as a candidate lor public notice. 
T he passage of the anonymous letter to which I re­ 
fer, is in these words. 
“ This was followed up by four 
attacks in the Commercial Advertiser, from the pen of 
Inman ; the lust of these was the most ferocious, un- 
genllemanly, und, (if I may believe the Messrs Harpers,) 
tiie most ungrateful effusion that malevolence und igno­ 
rance combined, could ever have dictated.” 
T he writer of the anonymous letter has stated what 
is not true, in saying that the four “ attacks,” as he is 
pleased 
to call them, 
were 
written 
by 
me, al­ 
though I am perfectly willing to “ take the responsibili­ 
ty ” of them all. 
I wrote only the last, of which he 
complains in such moving terms. 
As you may not have 
eeen it, I send you a copy, not asking you to publish it, 
but merely to inform your readers whether it is an at­ 
tack upon the Mirror or in any degree ungentlemanly.* 
I am willing that you shall decide both these points. 
I 
will not say that it is not somewhat “ ferocious” upon 
the literary qoack of the Liverpool Journal. 
1 am authorized by Messrs Harper & Brothers to say 
that the use made of their names is not only unwar­ 
ranted, but contrary to the truth 5 neither of those gen­ 
tlemen having ever expressed the opinion ascribed to 
them , or made any statement to any person, upon 
which that opinion could be founded. 
A few words as to the absurd twaddle about ingrati­ 
tude, which I would not notice did it come only from 
the writer of the anonymous letter, but will, because 
it has been more than once hinted at in the Mirror.— 
Mr Morris engaged me to edit the Mirror fof him ear­ 
ly in the summer of 1834, which I continued to do 
until last March and April. 
I rendered him iny ser­ 
vices and he paid me for them. 
I have therefore just 
as much claim for gratitude on him as he has upon me ; 
and each of us has just as much claim upon the other as 
a man has upon the baker from whom he buys a loaf 
ofbread. 
Mr Morris never did me a fuvor in his life, 
nor did I ever ask ono from him. 
Neither do 1 claim 
the merit of having done him favors ; the relation be­ 
tween us was merely one of business, of service and 
compensation ; of course, therefore, it is folly to talk 
about gratitude. 
I presume that I am not asking too much in request­ 
ing you to give this letter an insertion ; and you would 
oblige me by sending the paper in which it may ap­ 
pear to Mr Morris, and also to your anonymous corres­ 
pondent.
